Let Us Uphold Chajusong 


Address to the First Vice-President of 
the Venezuelan Movement to Socialism 


September 7, 1981 


I am glad to meet you, a noted Venezuelan 
politician. 

I am very grateful that you are visiting our 
country and, in particular, for your active particip- 
ation in the Symposium of the Non-Aligned and 
Other Developing Countries on Increasing Food 
and Agricultural Production. 

Today you have said many fine words which 
would be an inspiration for our Party and our 
people. I thank you for this. 

I am also grateful for the active support and 
encouragement given by the Venezuelan Movement 
to Socialism to our people’s cause of national 
reunification and, in particular, for your great work 
in favour of the reunification of our country. 

You have just talked about the foreign policy of 
the Venezuelan Movement to Socialism and its 
revolutionary line, and we fully support them. 

I think that our Party and the Venezuelan 
Movement to Socialism have identical views on the 
matter of upholding Chajusong. To uphold 
Chajusong in party and state activities is the most 
justified policy that conforms with the requirements 
of the present time. 

Needless to say, we learned the theory and 
method of revolutionary struggle from revo- 
lutionary pioneers like Marx and Lenin. But we 
cannot dogmatically apply their revolutionary 


theory and method for ever. As years roll by, the 
nature of the times and the social circumstances 
change and the objectives of the revolution, too, 
change. As the objectives of the revolution change, 
its nature changes and its theory and method, too, 
ought to change. 

Marx said that revolution would take place 
successively in developed capitalist countries carry- 
ing the world revolution to victory. He thought that 
when the revolution took place in developed capital- 
ist countries, the national liberation movement in 
colonies would triumph spontaneously. But history 
did not turn out as Marx had anticipated. As history 
shows, revolution did not take place successively in 
developed capitalist countries but broke out in 
backward countries first. 

That the revolution was victorious in Russia, a 
backward capitalist country, is to Lenin’s credit. The 
Russian revolution was led by Lenin. The Russian 
revolution carried out under the leadership of Lenin 
made a great contribution to the development of the 
world revolution. The victory of the Russian revol- 
ution injected the oppressed nations and the peoples 
of backward countries of the world with the confi- 
dence that if they waged a revolutionary struggle 
they could win. 


But historical facts show that the way adopted by 
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Lenin is not the only way to win a revolution. Not in 
all countries of the world can a revolution be only 
conducted in the manner used by Lenin to wage the 
revolutionary struggle. 

Revolution can neither be exported nor imported. 
One must settle all problems arising in the re- 
volutionary struggle in accordance with the actual 
conditions of one’s country by drawing on the 
strength of one’s people. 

Ours is the age of Chajusong. 

After World War II many countries achieved 
independence. The time is gone when such countries 
as France, Britain, Spain, Portugal and _ the 
Netherlands with their many colonies dominated 
various continents of the world. Now nearly all 
countries which were under the colonial yoke in the 
past have been liberated. Only a few countries in 
some areas, including Southern Africa, have not yet 
attained national independence. 

The most important problem confronting the 
peoples who have won national independence today 
is how to consolidate the political independence of 
their countries and how to defend their Chajusong. 

Chajusong is the life and soul of the country and 
people. All countries from their inception have 
sovereignty. A country without sovereignty cannot 
be truly called an independent state. 

Although countries may differ from each other in 
the size of territory or population, there should not 
be higher and lower countries. There must not, on 
any account, be superiority or inferiority in relation- 
ships between nations. 

The same applies to the relations between parties, 
too. As you have said, there cannot be a father party 
and a son party, a grandfather party and a grandson 
party, or an eldest brother party and a younger 
brother party. We think you are absolutely right 
when you claim that the principle of independence 
should be observed between parties. Your viewpoint 
is in full agreement with our Party’s. Our Party 
always advocates that all countries and parties 
uphold Chajusong. 

In order to consolidate political independence and 
uphold Chajusong all countries should build an 
independent national economy. Building an in- 


dependent national economy means attaining econ- 
omic independence by building an economy suited 
to the actual conditions of one’s country by relying 
on the strength of one’s own people. 

Economic independence is the material found- 
ation of political independence and Chajusong. 
Failing economic independence, political depen- 


dence on other countries is inevitable and inequality 


between nations would not be abolished. Economic 
independence is essential for consolidating political 
independence and upholding Chajusong and for 
ensuring the free development of the nation. 

If countries which have achieved political in- 
dependence do not build an independent national 
economy but economically depend on other count- 
ries, they would in fact be subordinated to the latter, 
and they cannot be considered to be genuinely 
independent. Even a country which is building 
socialism, if it is economically dependent on other 
countries, is as good as having lost political indepen- 


dence, however progressive its social system may be 


and whatever anti-imperialist slogan it may put up. 

The people’s objective in the struggle against 
imperialism is to achieve Chajusong by winning the 
political independence of the country. And if a 
country is economically dependent on other count- 
ries again because of its failure to attain economic 
independence after it has thrown off the colonial 
yoke of imperialism, its achievement of political 
independence would become meaningless, for, in the 
final analysis, this would signify nothing more than 
changing one form of subordination for another. A 
country which has lost Chajusong and has no 
sovereignty can never be called an independent state. 

We maintain that not only nations but also people 
should uphold Chajusong. 

There is a song in our country which has been 
sung since the time when we started the anti- 
Japanese revolutionary struggle. Our young people 
enjoy singing the song even now. It has passages 
which say: ‘“‘Men are called men, for they are born 
equally free. Without the right of freedom men are as 
good as dead, so they can lay down their lives but not 
freedom.” 

Man wishes to live freely without being restrained 
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by anything. The quality of man to live freely as the 
master of the world is termed Chajusong. 

Along with Chajusong, man has creativeness. 
This means that he has the creative power to 
transform nature and society in accordance with his 
will and wishes. 

Chajusong and creativeness constitute the most 
essential attributes of man. Because he has 
Chajusong and creativeness, man becomes the 
master of everything and the factor that decides 
everything. 

Man’s Chajusong and creativeness are closely 
interrelated and they are manifested in a unified 
process. Only when man has Chajusong can he 
display creativeness, and only when he displays 
creativeness can he maintain Chajusong. If man has 
no Chajusong, he cannot display creativeness, and if 
he cannot display creativeness, he cannot achieve 
Chajusong. 

Although Chajusong and creativeness are essen- 
tial attributes of man, they are not inborn. In our 
country efforts are made to foster Chajusong and 
creativeness in people from the moment they are 
born. We continue to cultivate Chajusong and 
creativeness in people from their childhood till they 
become adults after going through adolescence. 

After seeing the realities of our country, people 
from the countries of the third world and the Asian, 
African and Latin-American countries ask us from 
where is such great strength derived. Our strength 
lies in the fact that all the people work by displaying 
Chajusong and creativeness with a great awareness 
that they are the masters of the country. The 
strength of the popular masses is inexhaustible. It is 
therefore very important to believe in their strength 
and solve all problems by drawing on it. 

The Juche idea is a philosophy which puts the 
main emphasis on man. It places man in the centre of 
all thinking and shows people the way to shape out 
their destiny. That we have the Juche idea and that 
all people are equipped with the Juche outlook on 
the world constitute the source of indestructible 
strength. 

Because we have the Juche idea, we won the 
Struggle against Japanese imperialism and also the 


struggle against American imperialism, and have 
been able to build sucha fine country as we see today 
on the ruins of the all-destructive war. 

Since all our people are equipped firmly with the 
Juche idea, we believe we are fully capable of 
achieving national reunification.The reunification 
of our country is a question of time. 

At present the American imperialists have 
brought atomic bombs and ultra-modern fighter 
planes to south Korea and are conducting bombing 
exercises every day to intimidate us. But our people 
are not afraid of them. Even if the American 
imperialists unleash a new war in our country, they 
would not be able to kill all of the Koreans. Our 
people would inevitably win by fighting the 
American imperialist aggressors to the last man. 

The enthusiasm of the south Korean youth and 
people for learning the Juche idea is now running 
higher every day. In the past there was a con- 
siderable measure of worship as well as fear of the 
United States amongst the south Korean people. 
But as the days go by, the south Korean people have 
come to realize that the United States is not to be 
feared and that the American imperialists are 
crooks. They are gradually shedding the admiration 
and fear of the United States and their faith in the 
Juche idea is increasing with each passing day. 

Firmly equipped with the Juche world outlook 
and fighting on along the road indicated by the 
Juche idea, our people are convinced that they will 
surely win in the future as they did in the past. 

Today the international situation is very complex. 

Due to the American imperialists’ moves for 
aggression and war, the situation is becoming ex- 
tremely tense and the threat of a new world war is 
growing every day. Today the danger of a world war 
exists in Korea and Southeast Asia and also in 
Europe. But if Europe takes the road of indepen- 
dence and Japan does the same in Asia, the world 
war can be prevented. 

When I met a delegation from a European 
country that visited our country some time ago, I 
told them that if developed capitalist countries of 
Europe such as France, West Germany and Britain 
followed the road of independence and the whole of 
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Europe was turned independent, a new world war 
could be prevented. Now a Japanese politician is 
staying in our country. When I meet him, I would 
like to advise him to see that Japan take the road of 
independence. 

We should wage the struggle against American 
imperialism in two ways. 

One is to destroy it by a revolutionary method. 
Revolutionary countries should all endeavour to 
tear American imperialism apart, cutting offits arms 
here and its legs there. In other words, the re- 
volutionary struggle against American imperialism 
should be waged vigorously wherever its tentacles of 
aggression are extended. 

The other is to destroy American imperialism 
politically. This means that all countries uphold 
Chajusong and desist from following the lead of the 
American imperialists. Then these imperialists 
would be isolated internationally and find it im- 
possible to throw their weight about any longer. 

The American imperialists have long been resort- 
ing to the sly trick of pitting one country against 
another and taking advantage from their quarrels. 

During World War I, too, they used the same 
artifice to reap a windfall. In that war, they made a 
bonanza out of the fight between Germany and 
Russia. In World War II, they suffered no losses. As 
a result, they became rich. 

The American imperialists are employing the 
same old trick today. In Asia they are trying to make 
Asians fight Asians, and in Latin America they have 
placed some large countries under their control in an 
attempt to dominate smaller nations through them. 
In Africa and the Middle East, too, they are 
manoeuvring in the same way. 

If countries which are subordinate to the 
American imperialists stop trailing behind them and 
all peoples of the world take the road of indepen- 
dence, the American imperialists would be politi- 
cally isolated and become helpless. Therefore, in 
order to prevent a new world war and preserve world 
peace, all countries of the world should energetically 
struggle to defend and uphold Chajusong. 

The American imperialists are most afraid of the 
fact that the people of the world are following the 


road of independence. They are afraid of the Korean 
people not because we have atomic bombs but 
because our people are firmly equipped with the 
Juche idea and uphold Chajusong unfalteringly. 
This time they have exerted pressure on Venezuela to 
prevent it from sending its government delegation to 
the Symposium of the Non-Aligned and Other 
Developing Countries on Increasing Food and 
Agricultural Production, and this is because they 
were afraid that the Venezuelan people would go 
their own independent way. 

I think that our two Parties’ belief in upholding 
Chajusong is justified. We are advancing along the 
right path and we are doing just things. I am glad 
that the independent policy pursued by the 
Venezuelan Movement to Socialism tallies with the 
Chajusong advocated by our Party. Our two Parties 
should continue to uphold Chajusong. 

We will welcome any country taking the road of 
independence. Because going the way of indepen- 
dence is in agreement with the interests of the people. 

The people who advance under the banner of 
Chajusong will inevitably win. I believe firmly that if 
the Venezuelan Movement to Socialism awakens the 
independent spirit amongst the people and rallies 
them closely and advances under the banner of 
Chajusong, it would surely emerge victorious. 

I would like to ask you, upon returning home, to 
convey my greetings to the President and the 
Secretary General of the Venezuelan Movement to 
Socialism. And would you please tell them that our 
Party extends an invitation to them to visit our 
country? If they visit our country, we would accord 
them warm welcome. If we meet, we would be able to 
discuss many problems as good companions in arms 
and comrades. 

I am very delighted to have met and talked with 
you today. I am greatly inspired by your good 
remarks about us. 

Although far away from each other across the 
ocean, I hope our two Parties will fight on in concert 
to defend the Chajusong of the people of the world. 

I hope that when you return home, you will 
convey our Party’s greetings to the leadership and all 
members of the Venezuelan Movement to Socialism.

A raging torrent of human emancipation is rolling 
along like a great river. An outcry for independence 
is echoing across the globe and people in many 
countries are going ahead along the road to indepen- 
dence, holding their destiny in their hands. This 
great reality of our era is an outcome of the 
development of history. 


Human history is the history of the bloody 
struggle of people for independence. Independence 
is Vital to-man, to nation and to mankind. To defend 
independence is basic to the nature of man. To strive 
for independence is the most important goal in his 
life. The annals of human history are replete with 
examples of the noble fighting spirit of pioneers who 
defended the people’s independence. The heroic 
struggle of the popular masses to realize their 
independence is engraved in history. 


As we reflect upon the history of mankind, it 
becomes clear that the popular masses played a 
decisive role in remaking nature and developing 
society. However, they were permanently deprived 
of their human rights and forced into poverty, 
characteristic of the lower classes. On the contrary, 
the minority privileged circles who did not play any 
progressive role in the.development of society, held 
dominant position in, and lorded it over, society. 
Such an unjust society conflicts with the essential 
nature of man who demands an independent life. It 
could not last. 


The intermittent struggle ofthe people has one by 
one broken the links of the chains of subjugation 
within the confines of which their independence is 
impossible, and history has progressed step by step. 
Asa result of a protracted and arduous struggle, the 
people have at last seen the dawn of a new era of 
history, a new era of emancipation. 

Ours is an era of independence. Millions of people 
who were once regarded as the object of history, as 
Slaves of destiny, have emerged as masters in the 
arena of history and as masters of their own destiny. 


They are forging ahead under the banner of indepen- 
dence. Imperialists who once trampled upon their 
independence and lorded it over them harshly 
subjugating them at the point of bayonet, are now 
being vanquished in all parts of the globe, thus 
finding themselves in an increasingly tight corner. 
The injustice of the order which mocked and 
frowned at the people’s destinies has been con- 
demned and the people are once again free to speak 
out in the cause of justice. 

The foothold of the privileged circles which had 
been regarded as sacrosanct for ages, is being 
exterminated and a new society, a new world, in 
which the oppressed and humiliated people have 
become masters, is now being created.

October 14, 1945 is a historic day when a mass 


rally was held in Pyongyang to welcome the 
great leader President Kim I] Sung, peerless 
patriot and national hero, on his triumphant 
return home; he had achieved national liber- 
ation by leading the protracted, heroic anti- 
Japanese revolutionary struggle to victory. He 
is a great revolutionary leader who set out on the 
road of the revolution shouldering the destiny of 
the country and the nation at his early age in 
the grimmest days of colonial rule and per- 
formed the everlasting exploits by triumph- 
antly steering the anti-Japanese revolutionary 
struggle under the revolutionary banner of 
Juche.

its architectural scale, grandeur, durability and 
artistic generalization conspicuous in scope and 
depth; it has a powerful appeal such as other 
forms of artistic representation have not. 
There is no monumental edifice which does 
not reflect the characteristic thought and idea 


of the times. 


The Arch of Triumph is a culmination of 
monument art; it is not only profound and rich in 
ideological content but grandiose in scale, 
unique in style, colourful in sculptural represen- 
tation and decorative arts, and novel in combl- 
nation. It is also a unique creation which, 
national in form and socialist in content, opened 
up a new vista for the architectural represen- 
tation of our age. 

Sixty metres high and 52.5 metres wide, it 
excels beyond compare other existent gate-type 
monuments in size. It is built of 10,500 blocks of 
high-quality granite rounded off by our people 
with tender care and skill. It has tens of sunny, 
exquisite chambers, parapets, an observatory, 
staircases and modernistic lifts: 

It consists roughly of three parts—the four 
walls forming the arched gate and massive 
columns attached to each wall, the balconies 
forming the central structure and the three- 
storied roof. 

The four spaces between the columns are 


carved with bronze relievos of auxiliary motif, 
32 persons. On either side of the floral gate are 
relieved groups of auxiliary motif which give 
vivid portrayal to the great emotion of the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army personnel 
and the Korean people hailing great General 
Kim Il Sung making his historic return-home 
speech, to our people’s fiery aspiration to ac- 
complish the historic cause of building the 
Party, the state and the army in response to his 
return-home speech, and to their leaping adv- 
ance. The northern and southern walls between 
columns are carved in relief with the figures 
1925 and 1945 which stand for the epic path of 
the great leader’s revolutionary struggle, and 
its historic content, from the year he set out on 
the revolutionary road cherishing the great plan 
for national liberation and to the year he re- 
turned home after achieving the cause. 

The frontal wall above the balcony is engraved 
with the everlasting revolutionary paean ‘Song 
of General Kim I] Sung’”’ in a floral pattern- 
fringed space 24 by 5.2 metres. The balcony 
walls on either side of it bear carvings each of 
which, 5.5 by 5.5 metres in size, portrays bug- 
lers tooting the joy and ovation of national 
hberation. 

The monolithic granite walls of the eastern 
and western balconies are engraved with the 
pattern of the holy mountain of revolution— 
Paekdu. The august figure of the mountain 
graphically symbolizes the priceless revo- 
lutionary traditions created by great General 
Kim I Sung in the flames of the 20-year-long 
anti-Japanese revolution. 

The three-storied roof adds to the splendour 
and national delicacy of the arch. 

Indeed, the arch is a monumental edifice. It is 


incomparably noble and spectacular in its con- 


tent and scale of representation, and novel and 
unique in architecture and formative arts. 

This superb structure was built in a short 
space of time thanks to the intelligent guidance 
of the dear leader Comrade Kim Jong Il. He 
proposed the construction of the arch and wisely 
guided our people to its completion in order to 
commemorate for ever the glorious. revo- 
lutionary history and immortal revolutionary 
accomplishments of the great leader President 
Kim [Il Sung. 

Its construction site turned into a battle field 
boiling with loyalty day and night, and miracul- 
ous feats and innovations took place continu- 
ously. The days of construction were a process of 
heroic struggles in which our people including 
constructors gave full play to their resourceful- 
ness, talents and loyalty. Working people who 
came from all parts of the country fully dis- 
played mass heroism, out of their intense loyalty 
to the great leader President Kim I] Sung, 
performed brilliant labour feats and succeeded 
in building the arch in less than two years. 

Every part of the arch is impregnated with 
creative wisdom of the shock brigaders, de- 
signers and sculptors, who made hard efforts 
and studies to immortalize, in the form of a 
perfect artistic memento, the revolutionary his- 
tory and achievements of the great leader 
President Kim I] Sung.

He also emphasized that 
although the building of new society would inevitably 
be accompanied by difficulties, all problems would be 
solved successfully if the masses’ consciousness was 
radically remoulded and devoted efforts made for public 
welfare. 

Angolan President Jose Eduardo Dos Santos said in 
his recent speech that the People’s Republic of Angola 
had chosen the road to socialism as its only alternative 
to extricate itself from the backwardness and improve 
the people's living conditions.

In 
order to insure a perfect and typical development of the 
national economy, he dwelt on the necessity of bring. 
ing about a social atmosphere of unity, mutual under- 
standing and solidarity. 

In his recent speech, Malian President Moussa Traore 
referred to the task of bringing about national pros- 
perity. He said the primary task in construction for 
national prosperity was to use a greater amount of funds 
and natural resources for increasing the efficiency of 
agricultural and industrial production and develop 
health and traffic service networks in the rural areas. 

Speaking at a meeting held not long ago, Beninese 
President Mathieu Kerekou called for expediting the 
building of the national economy. He stressed that the 
state should control the key branches of the national 
economy and build a genuinely independent national 
economy through joint efforts of all working people. He 
pointed to the necessity of directing special attention to 
tightening control on state fund outlays and perfecting 
the managing system. 

In his recent address to the People’s Assembly, 
Egyptian President Mohamed Hosni Mubarak stated 
that the supreme task before the government today was 
to recover the economy. He declared that top priority 
would be given to agriculture in order to cut down the 
food import and that the state would give every possible 


assistance to industry, 


Addressing the 1st national meeting of civil service 
officials held of late, Burundian President Jean- 
Baptiste Bagaza said that the government had drawn up 
an overall plan to modernize agriculture. In order to 
meet the people’s demands for food, he stressed, 
primary attention must be directed to diversifytng 
agricultural production. He said what was important in 
agricultural modernization plan was to switch over to 
more modern methods of land utilization and the 
government was especially interested in developing the 
cooperative movement and introducing collective 
labour in the countryside. 


We Condemn US-led Imperialists 
for Their Aggressive Manoeéuvres 


At a recent press conference, Daniel Ortega 
Saavedra, Coordinator of the Council of the 
Government of Nattonal Reconstruction of the 
Republic of Nicaragua, flayed the US for its attempt to 
cause instability in Nicaragua in order to prevent the 
Central American situation from turning unfavourable 
to it. He pointed out that Central America is one of the 
most critical regions inthe world and that total confron- 
tation was impending on account of the aggressive 
attitude of the US. He blamed the US for having a hand 
in the aggression against Nicaragua by supplying 
Honduras with arms. 

In his recent speech in Georgetown, Guyanese 
President Linden Forbes Sampson Burnham bitterly 
censured imperialists for their interferences in the 
domestic affairs of developing countries. He exposed 
the activities of diplomatic envoys from some Western 
powers to exert their influence on internal and external 
political lines of Guyana and other developing countries 
following the road to socialism. He declared that 
Guyana would never alter its home and foreign policies 
and would continue to take the road to independent 
development. 

At a press interview Premier Maurice Bishop of 
Grenada referred to the continued blackmail by the US 
and stated that the cardinal task before Grenada today 
was to strengthen its defence potentials. He pointed out 
that his country was directing special attention to 
founding the state-run sector of the national economy 
to liquidate the economic backwardness. As regards the 
foreign policy, he stressed that as a non-aligned 
country Grenada would relentlessly fight against im- 
perialism, colonialism, neocolonialism, racism and 
Zionism. 

At arecent press interview Venezuelan President Luis 
Herrera Campins condemned the US, Great Britain and 
some other Western powers for their economic pressure 


on Venezuela. He appealed to his people to unite in 


order to dispel the pressure and defend the national

The Namibian people have guer- 
rilla bases at home and wage armed 
struggle actively against the South 
African racists. 

Units of the Namibian People’s 
Liberation Army, military force of 
the Southwest African People’s 
Organization, are stepping up mi- 
litary activities against the South 
African invaders.in the central and 
northern parts of the country. 

In recent 12 months alone comb- 
atants of the Namibian People’s 
Liberation Army killed over 580 
enemy soldiers and wounded 
thousands of enemies, and downed 
15 helicopters and 9 fighter- 
bombers. They also destroyed 34 
armoured cars and 20 armoured 
troop carriers and 60 military trucks.

E] Salvador 
in Midst of Upheaval 


The Salvadorian people have 
been waging an armed struggle 
against the pro-American dictator- 
ship for three years now. 

The situation is turning 
favourable to the democratic forces 
although US imperialists give 
strong military and economic sup- 
port to the fascist regime. 

Armed guerrilla units of the 
Farabundo Marti National 
Liberation Front, the core of the 
democratic forces, attacked two 
townships in the suburbs of the 
capital city of San Salvador in the 
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middle of March and inflicted heavy 
Casualties and material losses on the 
reactionary government army. 

Earlier, late in January, the guer- 
rillas raided -an air force base in the 
capital and destroyed 70 per cent of 
the aircraft there with mortars and 
bazookas. The defence minister of 
the reactionary government admit- 
ted that they suffered ‘’a great loss”’ 
from the. attack. 

The guerrillas are now Carrying 
out an allround offensive across the 
country, thus driving the pro- 
American reactionary regime into 


hot water. Of 14 provinces, nine 
have already turned into the theatre 
of the armed struggle, where the 
reactionary government army is 
being hard hit. 


In the latter half of last year alone, 
the armed guerrillas liberated some 
80 villages and annihilated over 
2,000 government troops. In the 
first half of this year they wiped out 
nearly 2,000 enemies and captured 
a large number of weapons. In re- 
sponse to the armed struggle in- 
tensified by the guerrillas, patriotic 
people are turning out in popular 
resistance of various forms. Early in 
March, underground operatives 
active in San Salvador bound pat- 


riots together, harassed the enemy's 
rear and shot many enemy soldiers 
and wicked officials, thus sending 
the dictator shuddering. 

Scared at the offensive of the 
guerrillas and popular masses, US 
imperialists and the dictator are 
trying hard to take them in by tricks. 
For instance, the pro-American dic- 
tator who leads the Christian 
Democratic Party recently chanted 
“democratization’’ of society and 
staged the ‘presidential election” 
But who would believe them? They 
clamour for democratization while 
fighting the guerrillas and butcher- 
ing patriots at random. Their inten- 
tion is clear. By calling for 
democratization”, they are expect- 
ing to evade castigations at home 
and abroad and extricate themsel- 
ves from the doom. Therefore, the 


guerrillas and people are denounc- 
ing such a farce. 

US imperialists will be unable to 
save the dictatorial regime from the 


sealed doom, no matter how de- 
sperately they aid it militarily and 
economically and pick it up. It ts a 
law of historical development. 


Armed Struggle Spreads 
in Guatemala 


The world is focussing its atten- 
tion on the ever-increasing advance 
of the Guatemalan people for in- 
dependence and democracy 
against the pro-American 
dictatorship. 

The people have resolutely risen 
up in the armed. struggle in 
Guatemala where a rigorous fascist 
rule has been in force for nearly 30 
years with the support of US 
imperialism. 

The more the dictators intensify 
their tyranny, the more organized 
and strengthened is the people's 
struggle. 

The patriotic forces of the 
country—the armed rebels, the 
Guatemalan Workers’ Party, the 
proletarian guerrillas and the armed 
people's organization—have _al- 
ready set up united leadership, 
while the progressive forces 


throughout the nation have formed 
a democratic front to fight against 
oppression. Vigorous activities are 
being carried out to rally the fight- 
ing organizations and intensify off- 
ensive against the fascist dictator - 
ship, while at the same time uniting 
the masses around them to develop 
the resistance movement into a 
greater mass movement. And, now, 
broad sections of the masses— 
workers, peasants, intellectuals, 
youth and students—are joining the 
struggle. 

Guatemala’s patriotic armed 
forces are growing stronger as the 
days go by, and are putting the 
enemy on the defensive. 

Guatemalan guerrillas raid police 
Stations around the capital and 
attack the reactionary government 
forces in many provinces, thereby 
dealing severe blows to the enemy. 


Some time ago, the guerrillas oc- 
cupied three broadcasting stations, 
through which they announced a 
statement on the formation of the 
National Patriotic United Front and 
appealed to the people to rise up in 
the struggle against the 
dictatorship. 

Alarmed at the ever-increasing 
struggle of the guerrillas, the fascist 
rulers try to deceive the people by 
clamouring for ‘election of the 
Constituent Assembly” and 
“amnesty” while threatening to in- 
tensify repression, in their desperate 
endeavour to prolong their remain- 
ing days.

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In India 


Today the Indian people are advanc- 
ing vigorously to create a new life, 
upholding Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's new 20-point economic pro- 
gramme that calls for building a pro- 
gressive and prosperous India. The 
Indian Government declared this year a 
year of production and the forthcoming 
three years a period of operational adv- 
ance, and is directing its efforts to the 
building up of the national economy 
making the maximum use of its domestic 
potentialities. According to the govern- 
mental measures to guarantee the in- 
dependence of the economy under the 
slogan of self-reliance, the imperialist 
economic footholds are being destroyed 
and the foundations of the national 
economy laid. The proportion of the 
state sector is increasing in the national 
economy. In the metallurgical industry, 
the output of steel was at an all-time 
high last year. 

To generate more electricity the 
Government is building many new 
power stations, while making best use of 
130 existing ones. This country sets up a 
lot of factories and mills such as medium 
and small-scale textile mills, seafood 
processing factories, paper mills, 
cement factories, etc., which are all fed 
with domestic raw materials. Profound 
concern has been given to transport, so 
that the total length of electrified rail- 
ways reaches 7,000 km. 


In Democratic Yemen 


The people of Democratic Yemen 
under the leadership of the Yemen 
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Socialist Party are achieving great suc- 
cess in the struggle to carry out the 
national democratic revolution shatter - 
ing all sorts of subversions and sabo- 
tages by internal and external enemies, 
upholding the banner’ of = anti- 
imperialism and independence. Laws on 
land reform and the nationalization of 
industries have been promulgated and 
various social and economic measures 
are being put into effect. 

The state sector in the economy is 
being strengthened and new industrial 
branches established. The share of the 
state sector more than doubled during 
the First Five-Year Plan period. 


In Malta 


The Maltese people are making dy- 
namic efforts, resolved to build an in- 
dependent and prosperous new Malta. 
Surrounded by seas on all sides, Malta 
develops marine transport and the fish- 
ing industry, as well as the ship repairing 
and building industries. In the capital 
and many other places textile mills and 
footware and food processing factories 
were built and put into commission. The 
present share of industry in the gross 
national output value is about 45 per 
cent. Industrial production in 1980 grew 
by 14 per cent as against the previous 
year. 


In Mali 


Mali develops the national industry, 
actively exploiting and utilizing its na- 
tural resources, which include richly 
deposited minerals such as manganese, 
gold, bauxite, zinc, copper and tin. 


Economic independence is the material foundation of political independence and Ghajueoag: | 
: 
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Plenty of underground resources were 
discovered in different areas through 
large-scale geological investigations. 
The government built mines, factories 
and enterprises in the extractive industry 
through the efforts of the people. Many 
factories and mills feeding on domestic 
raw materials were built to produce 
bricks, pottery, leather, footware, fab- 
rics, sugar and cooking oil. Several 
hydropower _ stations were also 
constructed. 


In Angola 


The Angolan people are developing 
an independent national economy to 
solidify their national independence and 
build a new society. They have directed 
great efforts especially to heavy. industry 
and achieved great successes in this 
field. The output of heavy industry in 
1981 grew 36 per cent as against 1980. 
During the same period the output of the 
food industry increased 3 per cent and 
that of light industry 5 per cent. 


In Togo 


The Togolese Government places its 
emphasis on industrial development 
during the current Five-Year Economic 
Development Plan period. During the 
period priority is given to the develop- 
ment of the electric industry. A thermal 
power station is to be built near the 
Capital city of Lome, and major tows 
will be included in the central electricity- 
supply network. During the plan the

industrial output is to grow by 12.8 per 
cent annually. 


In Mozambique 


The Mozambican Government pays 
special attention to raising the position 
and role of the state sector in the 
economy. 

At present the share of the state sector 
in industrial production reaches 60 per 
cent. A great. proportion of the nation’s 
budgetary income comes from state-run 
enterprises. This country builds many 
factories and enterprises which rely on 
domestic raw materials. The first steel 
plant was set up last year and the 
construction of hydropower station is 
being stepped up. 


In Venezuela 


Recently the Venezuelan people have 
achieved much success in their struggle 
to defend the country’s sovereignty and 
create a new life. 

Steps have been taken to nationalize 
imperialist monopoly companies and 
develop the national economy. New 
factories and enterprises are being built 
and existing ones reconstructed and 
expanded. The government directs great 
attention to developing the petroleum 
and mining industries. New deposits of 
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crude oil and iron ore have been found 
and their production is increasing 
rapidly. 


In Nicaragua 


This country strives to do away with 
the US-led imperialists’ foothold of 
plunder and turn its natural resources to 
account in the interest of the nation. 

The nationalization of the mines in 
November 1979 opened a new vista for 
the development of the mining industry. 
Since then good progress was made in 
the reconstruction and rebuilding of the 
mines, thereby steadily increasing the 
output of minerals. The government 
plans to invest 30 million dollars in 
discovering new mineral deposits and 
modernizing the mining equipment. 
Meanwhile, technicians for the extract- 
ive industry are being trained in large 
numbers- 


In Peru 


The Peruvian people are accelerating 
the independent development of their 
country under the slogan ‘Peru must be 
built by Peruvians.” 

Under the leadership of President 
Fernando Belaunde Teri the Peruvian 
Government is taking progressive steps 


to liquidate the foreign imperialist foot- 
hold of plunder, develop the national 
economy and improve the people's 
living conditions. Key industries includ - 
ing mining and crude oil processing 
industries have been nationalized and 
state control over foreign companies 
tightened. Rich natural resources are 
effectively developed and utilized and 
the production of minerals increased 
rapidly. The metallurgical, chemical and 
petroleum industries, too, are making 
great progress. Big success has been 
made by the fishing industry and fish 
processing as well. 


In Mexico 


The Mexican Government has great 
interest in the increased production of 
steel to strengthen its economic power. 

The state-run metallurgical company 
“Sidermex’’ produced some two million 
tons of steel in 1976 and four million 
tons last year. The country’s steel output 
last year grew 7.3 per cent. A large steel 
combine is being built in Tamaulipas 
Province to augment the steel output. 
Meanwhile, stress is given also on in- 
creasing the catch of fish. During the last 
five years, the production of seafood 
increased from 630,000 tons to 1.5 
million tons. 


Indonesia produces many small-size tractors 
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Extraordinary Meeting 
of Foreign Ministers of Coordinating 
Bureau of Non-Aligned Countries 
on Palestinian Issue 


The Extraordinary Meeting of Foreign Ministers 
of the Coordinating Bureau of the Non-Aligned 
Countries on Palestinian Issue was held in Nicosia, 
Cyprus, last July. 

Present at the meeting were delegations from 57 
countries including our country and of some inter- 
national organizations and national-liberation mo- 
vements. The meeting was also attended by Cyprian 
President Spyros Kyprianou and the President of 
the UN General Assembly. 

Isidoro Malmierca, Cuban Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, declared the meeting open and then, a letter 
from Chairman Yasser Arafat of the Executive 
Committee of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
was read out at the meeting. 

In his letter, Yasser Arafat exposed and de- 
nounced the aggressive acts perpetrated by Israeli 
Zionists with US support and their bestial slaughter- 
ing of Lebanese and Palestinians. He noted that only 
when the non-aligned movement took effective 
measures to put down the Israeli aggression, would 
it be possible to save the PLO, member of the non- 
aligned movement, safeguard the independence and 
sovereignty of Lebanon and defend the principle 
and future of the non-aligned movement as well as 
the independence and sovereignty of all nations. 

After this the Cyprian President made a speech in 
which he said that the non-aligned movement was 
responsible for saving the present serious situation 
caused by the Israeli aggressors and stressed that the 
movement must not tolerate the Israeli aggression. 
He appealed to the movement to unite and take 
concerted action. 

Many other delegates took the floor at the 
meeting.

Vice-Premier and Foreign Minister Ho Dam, the 
head of the delegation of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea, spoke at the meeting. He 
exposed the fact that Israeli Zionists unleashed a 
criminal war against the Lebanese people by throw- 
ing in massive armed forces of aggression, occupied 
a vast area of Lebanon and were savagely slaughter- 
ing Lebanese and Palestinians right and left. He 
scathingly condemned US imperialists as the main 
culprit who instigated them to commit a reckless act 
of aggression against Lebanon. 

The grave situation now prevailing in the Middle 
East, he said, urgently demands that the non-aligned 
countries should join hands with the world’s peace- 
loving countries and take a powerful joint action to 
check and frustrate the villainous aggression of the 
US imperialists and the Israeli Zionists. He stressed 
that the members of the movement should not 
tolerate even a member nation to fall a victim to 
imperialist aggression. 

He went on to say: The Government of the DPRK. 
has consistently supported the just cause of the 
Palestinian and Arab peoples. It solemnly man- 
ifested once again in its statement that it will render 
every form of support and encouragement to them, 
including the dispatch of volunteers, if the 
Palestinian and other fighting Arab peoples request. 
He suggested that to prevent and foil the aggressive 
moves of the US imperialists and the Israeli Zionists 
and give powerful support to the fighting Arab 
peoples including the Lebanese and Palestinian 
peoples, the meeting should take the following 
practical steps: 

Firstly, all the member nations of the non-aligned 
movement should do all they can, each from its own 


position, to give all forms of support, including 
dispatch of volunteers, to the peoples of Lebanon 
and Palestine to check and frustrate the aggression 
of US imperialism and Israel through the united 
efforts of the non-aligned countries. 

Secondly, all the non-aligned countries should 
take decisive steps for collective sanctions against 
US imperialism and Israel. 

Thirdly, all the countries of the world should 
respect the decision of the non-aligned movement on 
applying all -out sanctions against Israel and com- 
pletely isolate the Zionists in the international arena. 

Closing his speech, he emphasized that the US 
imperialists must refrain from their criminal act of 
egging the Israeli Zionists on to expand war in 
Lebanon, and the Israeli aggressors must withdraw 
without delay from all Arab lands they occupied, 
including Lebanon. 

A final communique and a solidarity message to 
Chairman Yasser Arafat of the PLO Executive 
Committee were adopted at the meeting. 

The communique noted that the Israeli aggression 
against the Palestinian and Lebanese peoples was an 
insult to all the non-aligned countries and the world 
community and added the most ignominious page to 
human history, and strongly flayed the Israeli 
aggression. It especially denounced the United 
States for such extensive political, military and 
financial support to Israel as to enable the latter to 
carry its expansionist policy into effect. It demanded 
that Israel withdraw its armed forces uncondition- 
ally and immediately out of the internationally 
recognized border of Lebanon. 

The communique appealed to the non-aligned 
and other countries to sever diplomatic, economic, 
cultural and other relations with Israel, support 
Lebanon’s sovereignty and protect the Palestinian 
people and reinstate their undeprivable rights. It 
also appealed to increase political, moral, diplo- 
matic and material support to the PLO so as to cope 
with the Israeli aggression effectively, and conduct 
national and international campaigns to take sanc- 
tions against Israel. 

The meeting decided to establish a ministerial 
committee to carry out the responsibilities with 
regard to the Lebanese situation. 


Sixth Meeting of Inter-Governmental 
Information Coordination Committee 
of Non-Aligned Countries 


The Sixth Meeting of the Inter-Governmental 
Information Coordination Committee of Non- 
Aligned Countries was held in Valletta in mid-June. 

At the meeting the delegates and observers of the 
member states on the committee discussed a 
number of problems, including that of strengthening 
cooperation among non-aligned countries in the 
sphere of information. The meeting adopted docu- 
ments regarding closer cooperation among the 
News Agencies Pool and radio media of non- 
aligned countries. 

The participants denounced Israel for its invasion 
of Lebanon and expressed their support to the 
struggle of the Palestinian and Lebanese peoples. 


Solidarity Funds 
for Economic and Social Development 
of Non-Aligned Countries 


The Solidarity Fund for the Economic and Social 
Development of Non-Aligned Countries is an inter- 
national organization whose purpose is to finance 
the construction work for economic and social 
development of non-aligned countries and render 
technical assistance and service to them. 

It was set up by non-aligned countries to make 


. effective use of their funds for socio-economic 


progress free from imperialist economic pressure 
and interference as the building of anew society was 
actively stepped up. The problem of creating this 


- Organization was first proposed at the 4th Summit 


Conference of Non-Aligned Countries. Then the 
draft agreement was discussed at the Foreign 
Ministers’ Conference of the Coordinating 
Committee of Non-Aligned Countries held in 
Havana in March 1975 and was submitted to the 
Lima Foreign Ministers’ Conference. 

A resolution concerning the establishment of the 
organization was adopted and the agreement ap- 
proved at the Lima Foreign Ministers’ Conference in 
August 1975. 

The organization was joined by the DPRK and 
many other non-aligned countries. 

The head office of the solidarity fund is situated tn 
Kuwait. 
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Heinous Betrayer 
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The US has behaved as a “friend” 
to Latin American countries, styling 
itself ‘member of the Organization 
of American States’’ and _ their 
“helper” and “protector” 
Moreover, it has propagated ll 
along that it would regard any en- 
croachment upon OAS members as 
upon itself, and consider it as its 
“duty” to aid them. 

But its hypocrisy has _ been 
brought to light through the dispute 
over the Falkland Islands. When the 
war broke out in the area of the 
islands owing to the military attack 
by British aggressors, the US sided 
with Britain and openly aided the 
aggressor. US imperialists rendered 
political, military and material sup- 
port to Britain’s military operations 
to seize the islands, thus acting as 
an accomplice and belligerent party 
in this conflict. 

In the early days of the military 
conflict on the Falkland Islands a 
high-ranking American official ap- 
peared as ‘‘mediator’’ and scurried 
between Buenos Aires and London, 
clamouring for ‘peaceful settle- 
ment’ Thisdampened the vigilance 
of Argentina and enabled the British 
expeditionary force to gain ample 
time to blockade the Falkland 


Islands. 
US imperialists were crafty 
enough to propose a ‘tripartite 


rule’ and ‘five-point programme” 
in their ambitious endeavour to 
straddle the Falkland Islands and 
build up the islands as another mi- 
litary base to realize their colonialist 
rule over Latin America. As its plan 
proved abortive because of the 
strong opposition on the part of the

Argentine Government and the 
British armed forces had completed 
their deployment to blockade the 
islands, the cunning US imperialists 
suddenly gave up their mission as 
‘mediator’ and declared that it 
would side with Britain. And they 
applied military and material 
“Sanctions” against Argentina. 

Meanwhile, US imperialists pro- 
vided the British expeditionary 
force with missiles and other mi- 
litary equipment, fuel, ammunition, 
transport and tanker planes, tankers 
and military bases. They also passed 
to Britain military intelligence, such 
as on the locations of Argentine 
naval vessels, which had been ob- 
tained through artificial satellites. 
This is tantamount to thrusting a 
daggar into the back of Argentina, 
one of Latin American countries 
which are in “alliance” with the US. 
This is a plain perfidy to these 
countries. 

What is more, US imperialism, 
heinous betrayer, vetoed the draft 
resolution of the UN _ Security 
Council calling for an immediate 
ceasefire in order to stop the san- 
guinary conflict on the Falkland 
Islands. Through this the Reagan 
Administration egged the British 
expeditionary force on to expand its 
military aggression. Were it not for 
such strong support from the US, 
the impotent Thatcher Government 
could not have conceived of the 
military adventure on the Falkland 
Islands 12,000 kilometres away 
from England nor have occupied 
the islands. 

Facts show that the US is neither 
“helper” nor ‘protector’ of Latin 


American peoples who aspire for 
independence but the most monstr- 
Ous aggressor and plunderer who 
wants to dominate them. 

Through the dispute over the 
Falkland Islands Latin American 
countries have clearly realized now 
that US imperialism is a heinous and 
crafty aggressor and betrayer, and 
are striving to stop the bloody 
lesson from being repeated. 

A recent OAS foreign ministers’ 
conference denounced the US. 
They claimed, “It is the US that 
aggravates the situation on the 
Falklands’, and ‘The US is one of 
the two aggressors who should 
share with Britain the responsibility 


for the bloodshed in the South 
Atlantic.” 
Meanwhile, many Latin 


American countries have stigma- 
tized the Yankee as “‘traitor’’, ‘friend 
of the aggressor” and “‘realdemon”, 
and they are strongly demanding 
that the US be- expelled from the 
OAS. They are formally proposing 
to remove the headquarters of this 
organization from the US toa South 
American country. 

Brazilian government leaders 
stressed that their country should 
no longer follow the US but believe 
in its own strength. They said that 
the expression ‘‘traditional ally” 
used by the US was “‘nothing but a 
rhetorical expression. It can embell- 
ish the principle of negotiation but 
has no practical significance.” 

A member of the Nicaraguan 
Government stated, “As Latin 
American peoples unanimously 
demand, the US should be kicked 
out of the OAS.”

Fundamental Requisite 
to Solution of Question 
of Korea’s Reunification 


It is already 37 years since US imperialist ag- 
gressors, the uninvited guests, occupied south Korea 
by force of arms. 

The occupation of south Korea by US imperia- 
lism and its policy of aggression are the root cause of 
all our national misfortunes, the main obstacle to the 
reunification of Korea and the permanent source of 
the resumption of hostilities in Korea. 

The longer the country remains divided, the more 
ardently our people desire reunification. The 
country’s reunification is the greatest national desire 
of the entire Korean people and their supreme 
national task. 

The earliest possible reunification of Korea is 
essential for the unified development and prosperity 
of the Korean nation and for the peace and security 
of Asia and the world. 

Each nation has the sacrosanct right to self- 
determination. 

The Government of our Republic set it as the 
fundamental principle to achieve national reunifi- 
cation independently by Koreans themselves free 
from interference by any foreign forces, and is doing 
all it can to carry this principle into practice. 

The Korean people are a resourceful and civilized 
people who are fully able to solve internal problems 
of the nation for themselves. 

The present tragic division of the Korean nation 
started in the 1940s is due entirely to the occupation 
of south Korea by US imperialism and its 
interference. 

South Korea is a colony completely subjugated to 
the US politically, militarily and economically. US 
imperialists shed not a drop of blood for the sake of 
the Korean people, but they unlawfully occupied 
south Korea, where they have enforced colonial 
rule, engrossed in economic domination and plun- 
der. In addition, Japanese monopoly capital made 
inroad into south Korea with US backing. The 


result is that the national economy of south Korea 
has been utterly devastated and reduced toa military 
appendage to US and Japanese monopoly capital- 
ists and to a colonial economy to bring them 
superprofits. During the past 37 years US imperial- 
ists plundered south Korea of things worth 120 
billion dollars (nearly ten times the amount of the 
US “‘aid’’). South Korea’s foreign liabilities amount- 
ed to 35 billion dollars as of the end of 1981. Its last 
year’s output of agricultural produce was no more 
than six million tons (whereas 8, 140,000 tons of 
food grains were imported). 

At present south Koreans are in the worst living 
conditions ever known. More than seven million 
unemployed and semi-unemployed, 300,000 pros- 
titutes, over three million children of school age with 
no opportunity of education, and 500,000-600,000 
peasants giving up farming every year—this is the 
reality of south Korea under US imperialist 
occupation. 

All these facts substantiate that the occupation of 
south Korea by US imperialism and its colonial 
economic policy are precisely the root cause of all 
the misfortunes and sufferings of the south Korean 
people. 

The case is the same with the military sphere. 

US imperialists attach great importance to the 
strategic position of south Korea under their occup- 
ation in the implementation of their policy of 
aggression and try to keep it as their colonial 
military base. In an endeavour to realize their 
aggressive ambitions, US imperialists reinforce their 
armed forces of aggression in south Korea ona large 
scale and frequently carry out war exercises and 
military provocations against our Republic. They 
keep replenishing their armed forces with up-to-date 
lethal weapons and combat equipment. They have 
turned south Korea into the world’s largest nuclear 
base, and are making frantic efforts to bring in 
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neutron bombs and theatre nuclear missiles, move 
the “centre of strategic deployment” of the Seventh 
US Fleet to the East Sea of Korea and equip its 
vessels with cruise missiles. As a result south Korea 
has become a US imperialist centre of concentration 
of mass annihilation weapons and a dangerous 
powder magazine. US imperialists are reinforcing 
their mobile striking forces not only in south Korea 
but also in many US military bases in Japan proper 
and around the'Korean peninsula for the purpose of 
attacking our Republic. They are also stepping up 
moves to draw the ‘‘Self-Defence Forces’’ of Japan 
into the Korean front. 


The US set the rigging up of “two Koreas” as the 
basic strategy to carry out its Korea policy, and is 
running amuck to translate it into practice. US 
imperialists have instigated the successive south 
Korean puppets to put all their repressive means in 
motion and savagely suppress south Korean pat- 
riots and democrats who demanded the country’s 
reunification and democratic freedoms and rights. 

Facts prove that US imperialists want neither 
peace nor the peaceful reunification of Korea and 
only try to permanently occupy south Korea mili- 
tarily to ignite another war of aggression. 

So long as US imperialist aggressors control south 
Korea politically, economically and militarily, it is 
impossible to realize its people’s national so- 
vereignty, the democratization of society and the 
country’s peaceful reunification. Therefore, putting 
an end to the occupation of south Korea by US 
imperialism and its interference is the fundamental 
requisite to the solution of the question of reunifi- 
cation of Korea. 

The great leader President Kim I] Sung said: 

“The most important thing in achieving national 
reunification independently is to force US troops out 
of south Korea and put an end to the interference of 
US imperialism in the internal affairs of Korea.” 

The occupation of south Korea by the US im- 
perialist armed forces of aggression is the main 
obstacle to the reunification of Korea. National 
division imposed upon by external forces cannot be 
removed by external forces. 

Among the south Korean people today US wor- 
shipping and Americaphobia are being shattered 
and anti-American sentiments are increasing 
quickly. They have clearly realized that the US is by 
no means their “liberator” or “helper” but ag- 
gressor and plunderer and the main culprit who 
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instigates the Chon Du Hwan clique to stick to 
fascism and division. And they are rising up heroj- 
cally in varied forms of anti-US struggle under the 
banner of independence against America. 

There still lie many obstacles and hardships in the 
way tothe country’s reunification, but the Korean 
people will tide over them through the united 
national efforts and will definitively accomplish the 
historic cause of reunification by realizing the 
proposal for the founding of the Democratic 
Confederal Republic of Koryo advanced by the 
respected leader President Kim II Sung. 

The US must desist from its divisive activities for 
“two Koreas” and hampering Korea's reunification 
and must immediately withdraw all its armed forces 
of aggression from south Korea. 

The US must not protect the south Korean 
military fascist clique who strangle democracy and 
cruelly repress innocent people and must not meddle 
in Korea’s domestic affairs but take their blood- 
stained hands off Korea. 

The Korean people’s just cause of independent 
reunification against imperialism enjoy unreserved 
support and encouragement from socialist and non- 
aligned countries and the progressive peoples of the 
third-world and capitalist countries. 

At present broad sections of people of the world 
are raising their voices for the immediate withdrawal 
of the US imperialist armed forces of aggression 
from south Korea. The echo of this age gained 
momentum following the Month of Anti-US Joint 
Struggle (June 25-July 27). Through the meeting of 
African governments to support the independent 
and peaceful reunification of Korea and the execut- 
ive committee session of the International Liaison 
Committee for the Independent and Peaceful 
Reunification of Korea held during this month, it 
was again proved that the question of Korea's 
reunification is one of matters of pressing urgency in 
world politics, which rouses deep interest of the 
world’s people, and that support for the Korean 
people’s cause of reunification is an irresistibly 
strong current of the times. 

Our people are convinced that in keeping with the 
appeal and declaration of the two above-mentioned 
meetings, all countries which love peace and justice 
will rise up in international joint action to prevent 
the perpetuation of division of Korea and the danger 
of a new war.

Pent-Up Anti-US 
Sentument Exploded 


US imperialists occupied south Korea by force of 
arms 37 vears ago. Ever since then they have styled 
themselves “liberator” and “helper” and pertina- 
ciously imbued south Koreans with US worship- 
ping and Americaphobia. 

They have regarded south Korea as a “tranquil 
area’ free from anti-American struggle, and they 
considered it an easy task to perpetuate their 
occupation of south Korea. Their wishful thinking 
is fizzling out,- however. 

Of late, fierce flames of struggle for independence 
against the US are rising among the south Korean 
people. This is attributable to the fact that in May 
1980 they directed the Chon Du Hwan fascist 
military clique to perpetrate the massacre at 
Kwangju. The Kwangju incident clearly convinced 
the south Koreans that the US is neither “friend” 
nor “‘protector’ but tne most heinous aggressor 
and cutthroat. 

Awakened through the bloodbath at Kwangju 
the south Korean people rose valiantly in the anti- 
US struggle to regain their lost national 
sovereignty. 

On November 18, 1980, students of the Yonse 
University held an anti-government rally. In their 
statement they declared: 
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“We ask the US and Japan: Are you really our 
friends’ If vou are, show us the proof. We do not 
beg vou for our liberty. It is clear that the friends of 
the enemy cannot be our friends. 

Immediately after the Kwangju incident leaflets 
were scattered in many parts of south Korea. 
Entitled ‘Voice of All-Korea Democratic Youth 
and Students’ they pointed out: 

“The United States is informed that....as long as 
she pursues her present policv, the lives and 
property of Americans in this country cannot be 
guaranteed.” 

In their petition submitted to the American 
ambassador the families of political prisoners in- 
volved in the Kwangju incident stated: ‘“The 
change in the attitudes of Koreans towards the US 
is appalling, indeed. Things which were beyond 
imagination in the past, such as occupation of the 
American embassy and the kidnapping of US 
officials in Korea, are being openly discussed now.”’ 

The anti-US struggle of the south Korean people 
is not confined to making statements or scattering 
handbills to expose and denounce American 
crimes. It is quickly developing into an audacious 
struggle. 

On May 28, 1981 four thousand students of Seoul 


The voices of protest against the 
US the betrayer, are being carried 
into practice. 

Not long ago the governments of 
Venezuela, Peru and Brazil decided 
not to take part in the annual joint 
naval exercise with US scheduled 
for this year. They say, “The joint 
military exercise. is inappropriate 
because the Caribbean is a zone of 


peace” and ‘We have withdrawn 
from the operation with the US.” 

On the other hand, demonst- 
rations go on to condemn US im- 
perialism for its aggression and 
perfidy. 

Argentina has not given up its 
sovereignty over the Falkland 
Islands although they have been 
lost to British aggressors because of 


the heinous US perfidy. It has de- 
clared that it will fight on to restore 
its sovereignty. 

The problem of the Falkland 
Islands should be solved in the 
interests of the Argentine people. 
The anti-US sentiments will not be 
alleviated easily in Latin America 
however hard the US resorts to 
fresh deceptive artifices. 
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National University staged a powerful demonst- 
ration under the slogan "Yankees, go home!” On 
October 24 Yonse University students fought vali- 
antly shouting anti-American slogans. 


On March 18 this vear people in Pusan set fire to 
the “US Cultural Centre” and spread around it lots 
of handbills containing slogans such as ‘American 
soldiers, zo home!” and “‘We denounce US neocol- 
onialism'”” Later, on March 30, the Walker Hill, US 
military amusement centre, was burnt down. On 
April 22 students of Kangwon University burnt 
Stars and Stripes and announced a “‘declaration on 
the struggle for democratization” which carried 
slogans “Yankees, get out!” and “Down with the 
fascist svstem!* At the memorial service held in 
Kwangju on the second anniversary of the 
Kwangju Popular Uprising, all the speakers de- 
nounced the US for her Korea policy. On June 8 
three thousand students of Yonse University 
waged an anti-US and_=anti-‘‘government’ 
struggle. 

The number of anti-American activities offi- 
cially reported to have taken place in the first half 
of this vear amounts to some 40 cases. 

The recent struggle of the south Korean people 
for independence against the US is characterized 
by the fact that it goes on without letup and with 
vigour and that it is assuming fierceness and 
tenacity without precedent. What is also note- 
worthy is that broad people of various sections take 
part in the anti-US struggle. At present this 
struggle is participated in not only by workers, 
farmers, youth and students and intellectuals but 
also religionists. Clergymen hid the patriots who 
had set fire to the ‘US Cultural Centre” in Pusan, 
and they made an anti-American statement to 
castigate the US policy of occupving south Korea 
and strongly support the setting fire to that centre. 

The anti-American struggle being intensified bv 
the south Korean people is an eruption of their 
pent-up grudge and indignation at the US im- 
perialist aggressors, the sworn enemy of the nation, 
who occupy south Korea and force intolerable 
misfortunes and sufferings on the Korean people. 

Foreign press reports, too, rightly comment on 
the increasing explosion of the anti-American sen- 
timents. As regards the fire at the “US Cultural 
Centre” the American press lamented, “‘It was the 
first attack on a US official establishment in south 
Korea since 1945.” The Japanese newspapers poin- 
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ted out that ‘‘no Stars and Stripes has ever been 
burnt since the Korean war.” A foreign publication 
commented that ‘‘America’s image is at the lowest 
ebb in Korean history.”’ 

At present the US imperialist aggressors resort 
to all sorts of appeasing and deceptive tricks, while 
egging the Chon Du Hwan military fascist clique on 
to perpetrate savage repression, in an endeavour to 
extinguish the flames of the anti-US struggle 
sweeping fiercely across south Korea. However, the 
south Korean people will not be taken in by 
sugar-coated words nor will they be scared at 
bavonets or the gallows. 

Under the last 37 vears of US imperialist colonial 
rule, they have paid too much prices and drawn 
many a bloody lesson. They are well aware, 
through their experience of life, that US imperia- 
lism is the aggressor and partitionist who infringes 
on the Korean people's national dignity and so- 
vereignty and imposes the pains of national divi- 
sion on them, and the ringleader who carries out 
the most ferocious fascist rule. 

The south Korean people will never back out of 
the anti-American struggle they have chosen of 
their own accord, because they are aware to the 
marrow of their bones that unless an end is put to 
the US imperialist occupation of south Korea and 
its interference in Korea’s internal affairs, it will be 
impossible to achieve the sovereignty of the nation, 
democratization of south Korean society and the 
country’s independent peaceful reunification.

Today I helped my parents in 
farming as usual and dragged my 
weary way home. It is more than 
a vear now Since my return home 
after dismissed from the hos- 
pital. Farming is still hard for 
me. And yet, I take care of the 
chrvsanthemum in the pot. The 
flower seems to bloom out at any 
moment. The tears well up in my 
eves and I call hisname tenderly. 
Mv voice trembles. The calm 
pond of my mind starts rippling. 
It seems as if he would answer 
briskly and appear before me. He 


was such an unforgettable, dear 
boy. 

No answer. I call him again. 
Still no answer. An ow! hoots in

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On Mav 21 the bloody storm 


was sweeping over Kwangju. 


The special paratroopers ran- 
domly shot and bavoneted the 
demonstrators demanding dem- 
ocracy. Kumnam Street was 
dyed crimson with their blood 
which flowed down the Kwangju 
River. That day too Pak Chang 
Gwon appeared on the square 
where a grim battle was going on. 
He was a second-year student of 
the Sungui Middle School. He 
was informed that the wounded 
were dying for the lack of blood 


for transfusion. He ran straight 
to the Christian hospital. Ran 
Hui, my colleague was moved to 
tears and took the blood out of 
his slender arm. She took out 
considerable amount of blood as 
the boy insisted so. But he re- 
alized that his was less than the 
blood of a grown-up, so, he 
threaded through a crowd of 
people and came up to me with 
another arm stretched out. 

I refused. My nurse's eve could 
read everything on his emaciated 
face. The boy understood the 
reason why I refused. 

“Sister, our brothers and sis- 
ters are dving there because they 
are short of blood. Im a 
Kwangju bov, too. His: voice 
was soft but touched the heart- 
strings of many people, repres- 
sing the reports of the para- 
troopers’ guns howling like 
blood-thirsty wolves. I ‘burst 
into tears. ‘“They say children’s 
blood is cleaner. right?’’ He said 
this, and again stretched out his 
arm. I smiled a tearful smile and 
thrusted in the needle. This is a 
harmony of the pure minds of 
people who offer their blood to 
complete strangers. 

The boy felt dizzy but walked 
out of the hospital with a re- 
solute attitude. But soon he re- 
turned and asked me for a piece 
of cloth to write some letters on. 
We were united in one mind. I 
understood why he wanted it. No 
explanation was necessary. I 
made something like a flag out of 
a white frock. On it Chang Gwon 
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wrote: ‘Give Us Freedom. Don't 
Shoot. Contribute Your Blood.” 

We got in a blood-collection 
car and, fluttering the streamer, 
rushed to the battlefield where 
bullets showered like hail. 

We got to the square in front of 
tue manpower administration 
office where fierce battle was on, 
when a cursed bullet of the para- 
troopers pierced through the 
boy's chest. He did not collapse, 
however. Supported by me, he 
waved the streamer stained with 
his fresh blood. 

“Sister, the flag...’ At the 
moment of his death, he handed 
the streamer to me. It was a 
bloody baton handed from a 
young soul that fell while rushing 
towards to hill of democracy. 

How many people died spilling 
their blood on the altar of de- 


mocracy like this! Did they de- 
dicate their lives readily because 
they did not know that life is 
dear? 

Man’s desire for life is strong. 
If he falls a prey to this desire, he 
gets cowardly and foul. But, 
when he perceives the real mean- 
ing of this desire not by brains 
but by heart, his life becomes 
beautiful and brilliant. Chang 
Gwon was a voung teacher who 
showed the acme of life which 
cannot be reached through a 
plain life. 

Is history a crystal written by 
blood and conglomerated by 
blood? I wonder. 

The demonstrators who had 
been on alert shouted in unison 
“Tear Chon Du Hwan to death!”’ 
and waged a bloody fight with 
the special paratroopers. 
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The town of Kwangju was sub- 
merged in a sea of blood. A 
fortnight later the Sungui Middle 
School opened. On the desk of 
the late Pak Chang Gwon’s in the 
sixth classroom of the second 
vear was his potted chrysan- 
themum looked after with de- 
votion by his classmates. 

During the roll-call the teacher 
called Pak Chang Gwon’s name 
but nobody answered he was’ 
absent. The tear-filled eyes in the 
classroom clearly showed their 
will to avenge their dead com- 
rade, suppressing their sorrow. 


Seven hundred days have 
passed since Chang Gwon, 
through his death, taught the 
true meaning of life and how to 
enrich it, which I would not have 
been able to learn even with the 
help of many thousands of vo- 
lumes of books at a university 
library. But I still keep Chang 
Gwon’s flag with me and have 
not yet met his wishes. And I 
take care of this chrysanthemum 
at least to pay interest to the 
mental loan. 


Today I place. the chrysan- 
themum before the spirit of the 
departed, but tomorrow I sure 
will visit his grave with democ- 


racy, and unification. 
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
